with oils; and toughening properties 
in rubber compounds. It’s bulky—one 
pound to the cubic foot—and its hand 
Ing, therefore, demands good transpor 
tation facilities? Its chief uses are as a 


filler in rubber compounds (particul-|* 


arly those used in. making automobile 
tires,) printers ink, black and grey 
paints and enamels, stove and boot 
polishes, phonograph records, buttons 
typewriter carbon paper, glazed paper 
crayons, tarpaulins, black leather 
Chinese: and India inks, insulating ma 
terials and in fact in almost all articles 
in. wheh a black filler is used, 

The manufacture of carbon black is 
a simple process presenting no chem- 
ical‘ or mechinical difficulties, and re- 
quiring no unduly large capitalization, 
There . ar However, two essentials a 
supply of very cheap natural gas, as- 
sured as to quality and continuity of 
flow, and adequate transportation 
facilities. Its producton has hitherto 
confined to the United ‘States 
where large supplies of natural gas are 
found:. The importance of extensive 
and easily developed gas fields 
obivious, since if this the largest item 
of expense and the only raw product 
required n the process. If there is 
sufficient gasoline in the gas being 
treated for carbon black this may be 
extracted before the gas is burned for 
its. carbon content. 

Current production, about seventy 
millon pounds annually, is largely re- 
stricted to certain sections West Vir- 
ginia and Louisiana, where other uses 
are not a serious claim. Similarly it is 
indicated for this season, that future 
operations in the United States wil‘ 
for the most part@remain confined tc 
the areas already under active exploite 
tion so that any permanent increase in 
market demand ‘must in part be met 
from other sources of stlpply ‘As 
about one-third of the United States 
producton is exported Canadian pro- 
ducers would of necessity depend 
largely on the Canadian market, which 
consumes normally over two -millior 
pounds annually, and on the world 
markst in which Great Britain, Aus- 
tralia, and the Orient are large factors.

Jig what you might call a bankers’ 


bank. and I think a good deal 
might be done to widen the scope 
of the work done by the treasury 
board. It could very readily be 
taken over by such an orgiamiza- 
tion as the central bank, which is 
being suggested, I would like to 
remind the {house that these trea- 
fury bills which the banks hold 
at the present time to an amount 
ovre $91,000,000 run, only for only 
the short period of six months. 
Does it not seem absurd that the 
Dominion government, ini making 
use of its credit, dhould not only 
have to go to a third party, but 
pay more more money: for its bor- 
rowings thiam it charges the same 
parties who are loaning to them, 
and that these nites should run 
for only the short period of six 
months? _. 

I should like to say a few words 
with regard -to the responsibility 
of note issue. The private notes 
are the first call upon the assets 
olf a bank in case it fails. It is true 
that ‘we ‘have whlat we call a note 
circulation redemption fund, but 
it does not serve the purpose that. 
the public for a good many years 


rhave been! in the habit of believe- 


ing it does. It has the impression 
of the public thiat if the bank went 
tol the ‘wall, all its notes would be 
taken care of by the note circula- 
tiqn redemption fund. This, how- 
ever, is not the case. The fund 
cones to the rescue for the time 
being in the shape of a loan, but 
the entire amount that a bank has 
failed can call on the fund as an 
asset for, is the amount it has paid 
into that fund. This is contrary 
to what has been the belief of the 
people of Oamada generally mp: to 
a short time ago, but when the un- 


fortunate failure -of the Home| 


Bank took place we found that the 
bank had outstanding some $2,- 
000,000 of notes, and that it had 
only $100,000 in the note ‘cireula-|} 
tion redemption fund, and that 
was ail it could call upon as its 
part of the assets of that fund. 
Che fund was intended to be for all 
intents iand ‘purposes an insurance 
fund, but as it operates at the pre- 
sent time minder the Bank Act, it 
is not am insurance fund at all, ex- 
cept to the extent that it is a sort 
of loaning agency for the time be- 
ing, but the loan thas to be paid 
back when the assets, including 
the deposits of the bank aire real- 
ized. 

Before I sit down I would like 
to-touch on just a few of the very

two years, in the banking commit- 
tee, and some of these are rather 
startling, particularly when we 
remember that last year we were 
informed that our Canadian 
banking system was so perfect 
that we coud not amend the Bank 


Act with any gatisfaction to the 


public, and that therefore it 
should niot be amended. 

It is realized to-day that there 
is no government guarantee be- 
hind the deposits of private banks. 
It hias algo been discovered that it 
is possible for the entire deposits 
be seized to meet notes oultstand- 
ing. It hag been the impression of 
the depositing public for a good 
many years that if they put 
money iinito a bank all they had to 
do when they wanted to draw it 
out was to. issue a eheque on the 
bank: Thiat is true as long as the 
bamk is. runining, however Dad its 
condition may be, as we_ have 
seen in the Home Bank, Which 
has been’ in a bad condition for 
the last seven years; 
the jbank closes’ its doors, what 
happens? We find thiat the first 
lien on the assets of the bank is 
the notes; ‘secondly, ccmes the 
Dominion; government, 
with any ‘advances made by” the 
Treasury Board; thirdly, the 
provincial government, fourthly, 
amy secured ‘ creditors,—and in

We find also that today sixty 
per cent of the, banks’ capital is 
in) bank buildings. To give an 
idea of the way the banks have 
been reduced in number (very. 
largely because the small banks 
umder the present system, and 
in the absence of a central bank 
of rediscount), have little chance 
compared ‘with the larger ones, 
we find that in 1919 Canada had 
36 banks and today it has ‘only 
14, As the hon. member ‘for Van 
couver South (Mr. Ladner) men. 
tioned, flour off our Canadian 
banks control seventy per cent of 
the total deposits, and thie other 
ten, control only thirty per cent. 

A government central bank, 
in the opinion of many of us, 
shiould have complete, control of 
note issue. This not only would 
relieve a great liability from the 
shoulders of the depositors, but 
it would be the means of bring- 
ing in a very large revenue to 
the government exchequer and 
would relieve some off the burden 
now! resting on the shouders of 
the Minister of Finance.
